Governor Kelly gave his 
blessing to B ro w n ’s candidacy. 
Keyes, however, said he still 
was not certain w hether he would 
run for re-election or contest with 
K el ly for the nomination for gov­ 
ernor. but there was no doubt that 
a finish fight was in the offing 
bf tween Keyes and Kelly’s forces, 
and that the Republican party was 
due for a bard prim ary election 
campaign fight. 
McKay Inlliioiico Seen 
The developments were an o u t­ 
growth of Keyes’ announcem ent 
yesterday th at he would run for 
governor and seek to unseat K e l l y 
if the governor caused him any 
trouble in bis previously a n n o u n c ­ 
'd bid for a second term as lieu­ 
tenant governor. 
Kelly’s 
forces 
described 
the 
fiaht was “ a continuation” of the 
feud between the governor and 
F ra nk IT. M*Kav, Republican n a­ 
tional 
committeeman, 
in 
which 
which Kelly is seeking to depose 
the Grand Rapids politician from 
party leadership. 
Keyes collabo­ 
rated with McKay iii that fight. 
and has tilted with Kelly at al­ 
most every opportunity since they 
both took office J a n u a ry I. 1943. 
Brown isued this announcem ent 
of candidacy:

The struggles of na­ 
tions over raw materials and mar­ 
kets were listed as two causes of 
both world wars.

must combat the idea that we are 
going to be so changed after the 
war that it will be an easy matter 
to have a better world. 
He feels 
that it will be necessary for the 
allied nations to arrange for some 
kind of security for the people 
of the various liberated nations 
after the war. 
Something 
will 
have to he done to provide for a 
better distribution of flic goods 
of the world. 
Mr. Becker main- 
lain* that we w ill have to decide 
what kind of collectivism we want 
after the war, whether it will be 
social democracy, socialism, com­ 
munism or facism. There will have 
to he some kind of a world organi­ 
zation to regulate the affairs of 
the world, and while he said an 
international police force has been 
suggested, he f*dt that this was 
riot entirely practical.
